What Kind of a Herse Shall our Farm- 
ers Raise? 


' "This is an all important question for the 
farmers of Maine, one they should serious- 
ly contemplate and carefully decide. Ten 
years ago when the census was taken there 
were upon the fifty-nine thousand, eight 
hundred and four farms in this State, sev- 
enty-one thousand, five hundred and four- 
teen horses, and from all data obtainable, 
it is believed that the census of next year 
will shew that the number has increased to 
eighty thousand. The horse and the farm 
are therefore in this State inseparable. He 
performs the work and becomes the pet and 
pride of the household. The farmer must 
remember in determining the question un- 
der discussion the old adage, ‘‘that what- 
ever is worth doing is worth doing well.” 
It is an absolute waste of time and money 
to raise a poor horse, it can become & mat- 
ter of pleasure and a source of profit, to 
raise agood one. The one can be as easi- 
ly raised as the other. The old law that 
“like produces like” is inflexible in breed- 
ing horses. We must first clearly under- 
stand what we want of the farm herse. He 
will be required to work upon the road, 
carrying the products of the farm to mar- 
ket; he must be used for hauling the ma- 
nure and crops; he must draw the plow 
and harrow and haul the wood and be ready 
to perform on the Sabbath carriage duty. 
These requirements are exacted and if in 
addition when the younger members of the 
family, occasionally ure him, he can pass 
all competitors that he may chance to meet, 
it will not detract from his value. He must 
be of good disposition, a quick walker and 
of good size. While we never knew a good 
horse to have a bad color, it is well to have 
a regard for color in selecting the horse, 
for color enters into the value. 

In breeding the model horse for the farm. 
we must understand at the outset that con- 
stant study and unsparirg industry are the 
handmaidens to successful breeding. Great 
care must be taken to learn the individual 
peculiarities of the sire and dam if one 
would breed with any hope of success. 
Our farmers have been, we regret to say. 
more than careless in this matter. Any 
old mare that was unfit for any service, dis- 
eased, broken down, was regarded as good 
enough to breed from and the qualities of 
the sire and his inheritances were not in- 
quired about, only the cost of bis service 
was looked at. ‘You cannot gather figs 
of thistles,” but it seems to take a great 
while to impress this truth upon the farm- 
er when he raises his colt. Breeding has 
of late years been brought to such perfec- 
tion that one can raise nearly just such a 
horse as he desires. You cannot always 
breed a trotter, but one can always breed a 
good gaited horse. We should first look 
for size; we need to raise for the farm a 
horse that stands sixteen hands bigh and 
will weigh from eleven to twelve hundred 
pounds—style, celor and disposition should 
be carefully regarded. Mr. Wallace who 
has given great attention to this matter, 
gays: ‘‘The model horse for the farmer is a 
bay, sixteen hands high, weighing twelve 
hundred pounds, with plenty of bone, sym- 
metrical all over, good temper, elegant in 
form and of high, majestic carriage. His 
action should be high and trappy, and he 
should himself feel that he is a handsome 
fellow. There is no need of great trotting 
speed but his trotting action should be 
good.” Now sucha borse can be raised 
and bred with great certainty. A trotter 
requires more careful breeding, finer dis- 
crimination in selecting dam and sire and 
is bred with more uncertainty. A large, 
handsome horse is always saleable and at a 
handsome price. His beauty of form and 
elegance ot carriage will not detract from 
his capacity to perform farm labor but 
rather add toit, for pride in a horse is a 
good quality. 

Our farmers must stop breeding from 
scrubs. The selection of the dam must be 
made with care for she stamps her off- 
spring with her vices or her virtues and im- 
parts to it her weakness or her strength: 
Color, size, shape and temperament are 
generally inherited from the dam, w’ ile 
we look more particularly to the sire for 
style and gait. Fortunately in Maine we 
have had for half a century, strains of the 
best blooded horses in this country, which 
have from time to time been improved up- 
on. One can obtain a good dam, and know 
with certainty her inheritances and pecul- 
jarities. She may cost more than a broken 
down, spavined scrub but it cannot be econ- 
omy to reproduce the serub. The brood 
mare must be of good size, good disposi- 
tion, of good blood as no mare should be 
placed in the stud of unknown lineage. 

In selecting the sire the best rule to fol- 
low is to patronize the horse who produces 
the best colts, thatis get the kind of colts 
we desire to raise. No matter if the cost 
of the service of the horse. is more than 
your neighbor asks for the service of his 
stallion; the best is the cheapest. It costs 
no more to raise a good than it does to 
bring to maturity a poor horse. We only 
need to exercise the same care in breeding 
the perfect farm horse that we use in rais- 
ing our Jerseys, our Herefords, our Ayr- 
shires, our. Southdowns, our Berkshires, 
and our Chesters. We cannot expect a 
good crop of wheat, of corn, of potatoes or 
of sugar beets, unless we pay some regard 
to the soil and treatment the several crops 
require. No more can we expect to breed 
& good and serviceable farm horse without 
paying due regard to the size, physical 
condition and enduring qualities of the 
stock from which we breed. 

There is no trouble whatever in breeding 
good, large, fine, noble horses for our 
farms, that will do the work upon the farm 
and upon the road if we but follow a few 
simple rules. The large horse, with fine 
carriage and good road gait always com- 
mands a high price and a ready market. 
Every one admires and most every one de- 
sires to possess a handsome, stylish horse. 
There is no reason why the farmer should 
not have him and raise him for the market. 
He can be raised and with profit for he is 
adapted to all kinds of farm work until the 
purchaser calls and gives the price asked.

A National Agricultural Society. 


In a recent issue we called attention to a 
movement for the organization of a Nation- 
al Agricultural Society, to be conducted on 
a plan similar to the Royal Agricultural 
Society of Great Britain. The mcevement 
was tirst started by Mr. J. H. Reall of New 
York who early in the fall issued circulars 
toa number of the most prominent agri- 
culturists all over the country, inviting 
them to meet in convention to consider what 
should be done towards effecting such an 
organization. The proposition created at 
once a lively interest, and on the 22d ult., a 
convention was held, in which all the East- 
ern and Middle States were well represent- 
ed. All present considered the scheme a 
feasible one, and enthusiastic speeches were 
made in its favor. A committee of thirteen 
was appointed on organization, with pow- 
er toadd five members more from each 
State of the Union. The following are the 
members of the Committee: J. H Reall, 
New York, chairman; Col. Wm. Crozier, 
Northport, L. I.; Prof. H. E. Alvord, Mas- 
sachusetts; Lawson Valentine, New York; 
ex-Gov. E. H. Hyde, Connecticut; Col. J. 
B. Mead, Superintendent of Agricultural 
Affsirs of Vermont; Dr. A. 8. Heath, L. 8. 
Hardin, New York; James Neilson, New 
Jersey; Ezra Whitman, Maryland; T. 8S. 
Gold, Secretary Conn. State Board of Agri- 
culture and F. Ratchtord Starr, Conn. 

Mr. J. H. Reall delivered an address ex- 
plaining the object of the meeting in which 
he recited the history of the former nation- 
al agricultural societies, three in number, 
the last of which succumbed to the effects 
of civil war. The aim of the present move- 
ment, he said, is to form an association that 
will command the respect and confidence of 
the whole community, an organization free 
frem secret methods and combinations. 
The sole purpose is the advancement of 
agriculture, by a society based on truthful 
practices and clean cut principles, the im- 
provement by natural means of the con- 
dition of sll. It is not intended to supplant 
asingle existing organization, but to co- 
operate with all that will work with the 
new one. ‘They will be as necessary as 
ever. The society should be so bread in 
scope, and the expense of membership so 
light that every one interested in the soil 
and its products might bea member. Its 
influence should extend to the producer 
and consumer, that the entire community 
might receive the utmost good from it. 
“Let us form an association,” said he, 
‘that shall bind the country in bonds of 
union impossible to be broken. This is 
possible alone for such an organization; by 
such an organization it is easy of accom- 
plishment. It is intended that the society 
shall be conducted by the ablest and purest 
men, upon the best plans that thought and 
experience may suggest. All classes are 
interested in the accomplishment of these 
ends, for upon the prosperity of the farmer 
depends the prosperity of all, and it is 
therefore the duty and interest of all to 
promote the growth of agriculture and the 
comfort of its followers.” The address was 
followed by the reading of letters from all 
parts of the country, and after a full and an- 
imated disenssion, the following resolution 
was adopted: 


Resolved, That a committee of thirteen 
be appointed by the Chair (he to be one of 
the committee), to issue a call and make 
preparations (fur a meeting iu New York 
City, on Wednesday, Dec. 10, for the or- 
ganization of a national agricultural society 
at such hour and place as they may deem 
expedient, and that said committee make 
arrangements for the reading of papers and 
discussion of questions relating to agricul- 
ture at such meeting. as well a3 prepare a 
constitution and by-laws, and a form of 
charter that Congress will be requested to 
grant. 


We believe that such a society if proper- 
ly managed, may be productive of great 
good. A large and powerful society of 
practical farmers, can certainly do much 
toward beating the path for progress in 
agriculture. To properly do this work and 
to render itself worthy of the name it as- 
sumes, the Society must be made up of 
earnest, thorough-going, hard-working 
men, representing every State in the Union, 
and including representative men engaged 
in agricultural pursuits in every part of the 
land. If such men take earnestly hold of 
it, the movement will succeed, but if its 
management falls into the hands of those 
not er gaged in agriculture, but who join 
the mcvemenot from personal motives, for 
self aggrand'zement, it will fail. For this 
reason, we hope that our leading farmers 
will everywhere, join in a movement which 
is wortby of the highest success and which, 
if rightly conducted, cannot fail of achiev- 
ing it. The great need of the country to- 
day is systematic farming, and the only 
hope of the older States which contain so 
many run-out farms, is in adopting it soon. 
This is true of the south as well as of the 
north, and in some of the older western 
States, the question of renovating exhaust- 
ed farms already demands serious attep- 
tion. 

Before the adjournment it was decided 
to hold asecond meeting on the 10th of 


December, prox., at which time a report is 
to be given by the committee appointed, 
and an organization effected, if possible. 
The committee of thirteen appointed a sub- 
committee of five, to act as the executive 
committee in completing the work of or- 
ganization. 








Foreign Demand for Wheat. 


A letter appears in the London Times 
from Mr. Thomas Scott on the demand for 
wheat and the sources of supply. He 
thinks that England will require at least 
17,000,000 qr. to supply her wants. France 
wants 8.000,000 qr.; Italy, 2,500,000 gqr.; 
Belgium, Switzerland, China and the West 
{ndies, 2,000,000 qr. each—together 6,000,- 
000 qr.; Austro-Hungary, Germany, Spain 
and Postugal, 1,000,000 qr. each—together 
3,000,000 ; Holland, 750,000 qr. These show 
an aggregate want of 37,250,000 qr. The 
estimated surplus after repeated revision up 
to the beginning of this month, are now set 
down as under :—United States and Canada, 
24,000,000 qr.; Russia, 5,000,000 qr. ; Tur- 
key, Egypt, India and Australia, 3,000,000 
qr.; and Algeria, 200,000 qr.; together, $2,- 
200,000 qr., which is 5,050,000 qr. less than 
is required for ordinary consumption. This

Apple Culture. 


In the Farmer of Nov. 8th, “B.” of Au- 
gusta, gives an account of an attempt to 
raise an orchard which proved to be a fail- 
ure, and asks ‘‘what more could I have 
done for my orchard.” The account of its 
treatment is very meagre and it is impossi- 
ble to judge from it what should, or should 
aot have been done to insure tuccess. Ihe 
selection of nursery grown Baldwins was 
one mistake, and if the Greening was the 
Rhode Island Greening, I shou'd say that 
was anerror. They are too tender for nur- 











land, mulched like the others. All lived at 
the root, but the tops of five winter killed 
and were cut off and grafted at the ground 
last spring. The others were grafted in the 
limb and are promising trees. All of this 
row wag grafted to Hubbardston Nonsuch. 
If I live ten years I expect to see them add 
very much to the beauty and value of the 
farm. Those in. the: young were 
grafted mostly to late keepers, Talman 
Sweet, Worcester Russet, (Sweet,) English 
Russet, Esopus Spitzénburg and Falla- 
water.. I have nearly one hundred trees of 
Yellow Bellflower.in the other orchards, 
with a few each of some twenty other va- 
rieties. A sharp pen knife will do the prun- 
ing ina well kept young orchard, and is 
generally sufficient for hunting borers if

A very simple butter worker can be made 
by taking a piece of hard wood about two 
feet long, and making handles just the 
same as those in an ordinary rolling pin, 
only the handles should be fixed. Cut the 
wood down to about an inch in thickness 
and four inches wide; thea round it on one 
side and bevel it toan edge on the other, 
and rub the whole with sand paper to ren- 
der itsmooth. Itisa very simple imple- 
ment. but those who have tried it say it 
works nicely.

A large establishment has recently been 
epened in St. Louis for drying eggs and 
thousands of dozens are daily going into 
its insatiable maw. The eggs are carefully 
examined by a light to ascertain whether 
good or not, and then are thrown into an 
immense receptacle, where they are broken, 
and by a centrifugal opeation the white 
and yolk are separated from the shell very 
much as liquid honey is separated from the 
comb. The liquid is then dried by heat. by 
patent process, and the dried article is left 
resembling sugar, and is put in barrels, and 
is ready for transportation anywhere. This 
d ied article has been taken twice across 
the equator in ships, and then made into 
omelet, and compared with omelet made 
from fresh eggs in the same manner, and 
the best judges could not detect the diffar- 
ence between the two. 

Many farmers think that raising poultry 
and eggs for the market is small business, 
80 small as to be beneath their netice. It 
will be well for all such to meditate the fol- 
lowing figures: Over 20,000 carloads of 
live and dressed poultry are carried into 
New York city yearly, and 25,000,000 dozen 
of eggs gotothe same market. Accerd- 
ing to the best estimates the United States 
produces nine thousand millions of egg» 
annually. France exports eggs yearly to 
the value of $6,000,000. In Great Britain 
the demand for poultry and eggs exceeds 
the supply. Poultry raising is one of the 
great industries of the country and its im- 
portance increases every year. 

Mice very often do great damage to fruit 
trees by gnawing off the bark when the 
lower part of the trunk is buried in snow. 
during the winter and early spring months. 
We have known mary valuable trees to be 
spoiled in this way, and it bas been regard- 
ed as no easy matter to prevent it. The 
only part of the tree that needs protection 
is that below the snow as the little depreda- 
tors never appear above the surface. An 
experienced orchardist says the best way to 
protect the trees isto wrap the lower part 
of the stems, from the ground upward, a 
foot or two with some material which mice 
either cannot or will not eat or gnaw; per- 
haps one of the cheapest materials for the 
purpose is tar paper, such as is used when 
tinning buildings, and which may be found 
in almost any country village as well as in 
cities; ft can be cut up into strips of the

part of this county one would be surprised 
to see the rapid growth and improvement 
that have been made here canes Se last 
two years. I hardly knew some places that 
two years ago, when here, I was familiar 
with, there have been such marked chang- 
es. Log cabins are giving room to nice 
framed houses, hovels, to good substantial 
barns, and every where you see new clear- 
ings, new buildings going up, and a gen- 
eral progress being made. There has been 
a larze emigration into this county during 
the past two years, and almost every day 
brings in some new settlers. In talking 


with some of the old settlers, they say it 
was only a few years ago that they knew all 
the people in the town and adjoining towns, 
but now they hardly know their nearest 
neighbors, so rapid has been the growth in

was the Roxbury Russet, it should not have 
been tried except in a locality where is was 
known to have succeeded. Another mis- 
take might have been in considering the 
work done when the trees had been set. 
The work in an orchard is never done. 
Constant care and generally more manure 
or vegetable mulch is necessary. I will re- 
late some of my own experience in orchard 
ing which I[ think has been successful, thus 
far, and if ‘‘B” can get any new ideas or 
hints from it, [may perhaps, in part, have 
answered the query. 

I commenced farming in 1872, at forty 
years of age, with no knowledge of the bus- 
ness than what bad been acquired by conver- 
sation with my customers in a store or from 
reading. There were two orchards on the 
farm containing one hundred aud twenty- 
five very poor tree; of natural fruit. ‘T'ne 
tranks were from two to six inches in di- 
ameter, and from three to eight feet long, 
with all sorts of tops. Many of them were 
badly sun sca'ded, eaten by borers ani 
covered with bark lice and leaf lice. | 
learned to graft and went at them. They 
should have been cleaned from lice and eu- 
riched first. but { did not know it. Che 
grafting was very successful. ‘hey were 
pruned the next winter. This should hav- 
been done in August and not mere than 
balf as much done at ouce. They were tll 
grafted during the next three years. Twen- 
ty-five or mure bave been taken up and 
young trees set. and the orchards enlarged, 
sv that now they contain about one hundred 
and seventy-tive trees; nearly all gratted iu 
cae limbs, the young ones atier baving been 
set two years. Have also raised from the 
seed, four hundred trees, and set about two 
nundred aud fifiy of them A few were 
D ught tu take the place of those lost from 
.be vid orchards. Of those | raised, some 
were ueed to enlarge the orchards, one hun- 
dred and thirty-two were set ina piece of 
tand prepared for them, and sixtv-seven 
were planted across thu front of the field by 
the road fence, so that | now have about 
three hundred and seventy-five trees. 

It was the treatment of these y ung trees 
that 1 wish to describe. The seeds were 
planted in the fall of 1872. In the spring 
of 1874 tue trees were lifted and set iu 
rows three and one-half feet apart, and 
three feet apartin the row. The ground 
was in good condition, deeply plowed, 
marked six iaches deep, and the young 
trees carefully set. The weeds were always 
kept Gut by hand hoeing. The pruning 
was done in July, August aad September of 
1874, °75 and ‘76. ‘he trunks were formed 
gradually, and the tops generally allowed 
to form at three to three and one-half feet 
from the ground, and the centre shoot cut 
vut so as to form an open and well ba!- 
anced top. 

The ground selected for te young or- 
chard wae a rocky piece with a westerly as- 
pect, sufficiently iaclined to give it good 
natural drainage. The rocks were slate 
and granite, the land so badiy run out that 
it did not produce more than five hundred 
ef hay to the acre. ‘The rocks were 
blasted and cleared from one-half of the 
piece in the fail of 1874. It was plowed, 
twenty large loads of manure from the barn 
cellar spread on the furrow and well bar- 
rowed in. In the epring of 1875 it was har- 
rowed again and planted to corn with eight 
loads ef well rotted sheep manure in the 
bill. That fall the rocks were cleared from 
the other half of the piece. It was plowed 
and manured the same asthe first and plant- 
edtocorn in 1876. The other halt was 
planted to po‘atoes producing t»o hundred 
bushels to the acre. A wall six feet wide, 
four and one-half feet high, and over fifteen 
rods Jong, was built from the rocks. The 
trees were set in the spring of 1877. In 
lifting them from the nursery my man used 
a six tined fork to remove the earth from 
them. I used my hands to follow the roots 
out. We broke but few of them, getting 
some roots five feet long or more, witn 
nearly all of the fibrous roots. Then we 
hunted out'all of the borers, and smoothly 
cut all broken roots. We lifted only about 
twelve trees ata time, keeping the roots 
covered until they were set,so that toe 
small roots should not become dried. The 
holes were dug only six inches deep, six 
feet wide, and some good earth thrown 
into the middie, raising it three inches. 
Then the tree was set and all the roots 
placed in their natural position. Trenches | 
six inches deep were dug outside of the 
holes to receive the long roots when they 
needed more room, then fine, top earth was 
thrown on the roots, well worked under tke 
crown, and pressed down by hand, after 
which the hole was filled, the earth trodden 
down, then earth was added from the top 
soil near, to raise a slight mound around 
each tree and left light. By working early 
and late we could only set twenty-five trees 
per ~ We puta good mulch of straw 
around each tree. then harrowed the ground 
and planted to potatoes. In the fall the 
straw was taken away from the trees, fear- 
ing that mice might work in it, and a mulch 
of muck put around them. 

It was my intection to cultivate and dress 
land several years, but it was full of 
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August and October, of each year. Soft 
soap will kill bark lice, but it must not 
touch the leaves nor buds. Apply it about 
May 25th. Strong suds will not do it and 
is generally sure to kill the leaves. A strong 
decoction of tobacco will kil! leaf lice and 
not irjare the leaves. A few quarts will go 
over a large number of young trees by 
bending down and dipping the twigs. Sun 
scalding is best prevented by short trunks, 
full tops, and a free current of air from the 
north. Now is the time to cut scions. Pre- 
serve them in damp bog moss. not too 
moist. They are better to set than those 
cut in spring. being tougher, and no risk of 
their having been injured by winter killing. 
This article is slready too long, but I wish 
to say in conclusisn, that those who care- 
fully set Maine grown trees of hardy varie- 
ties, in suitable soil, and give them sufficient 
food with intelligent care, will succeed. 
And those who carefally read the MAINE 
FARMER and the report: of the Maine 
Stete Agricuitural and Pomological Socie 
ties, will find ample instruction to guide 
them to success.

The crops, principally grain 
and potatoes, are reported goud It is es- 
timated by good judges that more grain 
bas been raised than ever before in one s+a- 
Son, though but little bas been threshed vet. 
Abuer Toothaker, Esq., of Paiilios, bas a 
forty acre cut down on nis Keanebago farm 
from which he cut alibderal crop of oats and 
wheat. E.G. Ross estimated his crop on 
a filty-six acre cut down belonging to 
Esquire Burke a* two thousand bushels, 
nearly three bundred of it being wheat. E 
Haley has threshed 127 bushels of whear 
from five bushels sowing. F. O. Bean has 
threshed 72 bushels of oats raised on a lit- 
tle more than one acre of ground. From 
one and one-quarter acres Mr. B. raised 440 
bushels of pvtatoes, one quarter acre pro- 
ducing 116 bushels. Mr. G. J. Adams 
raised 323 busaels from 153 eq. rods. Ou 
6\¢ sq. rods he raised 47 bushels of a new 
va iety originated on his farm. The follow- 
ing are « few. figures of this years grain 
crop: Daniel Hoar had 123 bushels of 
wheat from 6 bushels of seed; W. N. Hoar 
had 123'¢ bushels of wheat; Wm. M. Hoar 
77 bustcis; Abner T. Teothaker’s grain 
crop was 1034 bushels; 572 bushels of oats 
from aten acre cut dowa. The prospect 
for :umbering is better than for some years 
past. Many of the lumbermen have al- 
ready taken a part of their crew and teams 
into the woods, the remainder to follow as 
soon as the snow comes. Men are getting 
from ten to twenty dollars a month. 

Young stock and sheep are selling well ; 
cows and beef cattle are rather low. F. & 
D. S. Andrews of Norway, started from 
Phillips Tuesday, with something mere 
than one hundred head of cattle, and neari 
five hundred sheep. Very rich deposits of 
plumbago sre being found on land belong- 
ing to I. Chick, Esq., and Amos P. Kinney 
of Madrid city. Mr. Weston of Bangor, is 
on the ground prospecting. C. 8. A.

For the Maine Farmer. 
Notes from Aroostook County. 


Crops of all kinds have been good in this 
county, this year there bas been a large 
breadth sown to wheat which is yieidiny 
heavy crops. Oats and other grains excep: 
buckwheat are good. Buckwheat and 
beans have been somewhat injured by the 
early frosts. The potato crop is the larg- 
est and best ever grown in Aroostook coua- 
ty. it is really surprising to see the 
amount of potatoes now being handled in 
this county. There are 25 starch factories 
ia the county which are using on an ave- 
rage, over 25,000 bushels of potatoes daily ; 
some of these which run day and nigbt use 
2 000 bushels inthe 24}hours, It is esti- 
mated by the proprietors .of these factories 
that there will be 8,000 tons of starch made 
in Aroostook county this year. Add to 
that the hundreds of thousands of bushels 
of potatoes shipped by rail, and one can 
form some little idea of the vast amount of 
business this potato trade affords. Thou- 
sands of bushels have been frozen up in 
the ground during the recent cold weather. 
One thousand bushels of potatoes will make 
44¢ tons of starch, or an average of 8 to 11 
lds. to the bushel. I will repurta few of 
the big crops raised by some of the farmers 
with whom I have met, some of them ma 
seem almost fabulous to some of the 
farmers outside, but never-the-less are au- 
thentic. Chas, DeWitt of Presque Isle, 
bas raised 6,000 bushels from 20 acres; Mr. 
Howard of Ector, raised 10.000 bushels 
from 45 acres; one man from Fort Fair- 
field raised 4,000 busheis from 10 acres; 
Mr. Holmes of Presque Isle, raised 600 
bushels from one acre; this is a great crup 
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there upper towns. The tide of travel 
seems to center at Caribou. 

I was surprised on dfiving into Caribou 

to see the rapid growth and changes made 
sinc: [was here two years ago this fall. 
This is destined to be the great business 
center for the Upper Aroostook, and I know 
of no place with better facilities for business 
than Caribou, surrounded as it is by one of 
the iinest agricultural regions in New Eag- 
land with an excellent water privilege, it 
must become one of the smartest business 
places in this State. There are now in 
process of erection 25 new buildings, some of 
them very fine. There are 20 stores, three 
hotels, two churches, two grist-mills, one 
sash and blind, two saw mills, two shingle 
mills, one starch factory, three lawyers and 
two doctors. The new steam grist-mill just 
completed is one of the finest in this State; 
it ws Cedicated Monday night, Oct. 28th, 
by having a farmers supper, and the mill 
was tilled with people from the surround- 
ing towns. Speeches were made by sev- 
eral gentlemen present. A short descrip- 
tion of the early setilers and the hardships 
they bave had to endure before they could 
get a grist-mill, was given by Mr. Collins 
and J nn Eddy of Woodland, and was par- 
ticu arly interesting. A poem, the old and 
new, by Mr. Smith, together with music 
from the band, made the occasion one of 
gre. t interest as well as pleasure to al! who 
were tuere. At Fort Fairfield [ found the 
same improvemer.ts going on; several new 
buildiage are being erected and business 
lively. Carpenters are getting from $2.00 
0 $2.50 per day and board, and there are 
net carpenters enough to do the work that 
is waiting to be done. [am told that the 
orespect for lumberi: g the coming winter 
is much better than it nas been for several 
years; wages will be from $5 to 88 ona 
month higher than they were last year. 
l'eams are already beginning to move up 
the river. J.P. C.

That Onion Crop. 


Ry your requestI give below such de- 
tails concerniuy our onion patch as we have 
preserved. We have felt compelled in our 
practice to neglect such minutely de‘ailed

and hence our information on this subject 
will not have the value that we could wish. 
The plotof ground devoted to onions this 
season was a fraction less than two-hirds 
of an acre as measured with a reliable tape 
line. The yield was 607 bushels as meas- 
ured by Mr. Sampson, our foreman. This 
plot. or rather a portion of it, was first 
planted to onions in the spring of 1876, and 
the original plot has borne a good crop of 
onions every season to thistime. We have 
each year slightly increased the area of the 
plot. and the yield per acre has also in- 
creased each year. There has been very 
little trouble from the maggot or any kind 
of insect. Asto the fertilizers we cannot 
speak mirutely, but the system of treat- 
ment has b-en about as follows: The land is 
ploughed ‘1 the fall about eight inches deep 
after rec:iving a dressing of about four 
cords of horse manureperacre. This turns 
the manire under and partially incorpo- 
rates it «ith the soil. In the spring the 
land is+yaio ploughed to about the same 
depth«:.. the manure is more completely 


left at this point near or on the surface. A 
dressing of the sludge from cur sewage 
vate is then applied at the rate of about one 
cord per acre, and about three barrels of 
dissolved bone, and about ene hundred bush- 
els of unleached ashes, are spread broad- 
cast The jaod is thoroughly harrowed 
whcn fn suitable condition. If it is too wet 
when we are ready to start the harrow, we 
defer that operation, and the same may be 
said of ploughing. The land was a rather 
heavy clay ioam underlaid with send. It is 
now very melluw. It was completely filled 
with witch grass, but before we took it for 


a very useful implement in the cultivation 
of onions, beets or carrots. The cultivation 
is entirely flat and no effort is made to stir 
the earth ly. When the plants are 
small the 


plan to sow about three bushels 
of plaster when the onions ‘are about 
two inches high. The removal of the 
weeds should continue through the 
season, though at the latter part the 
hoe cannot be used nor can the o 
erator creep the rows, but they can be kept 
back by walking the rows and pulling by 
hand. The crop is planted as soon as the 
und can be got ready in the spring. It 
8 gathered as soon as the tops die down, 
and this process is sometimes hastened by 
rolling an empty flour barrel over them. 
When they are well down and ata time 
when the crop is dry the rows are over- 
hauled with a hand hay rake. After they 
have Jainaday or two they are raked up 
into wiudrows and further dried. When 
well dried off they are taken to a floor un- 
der cover and spread about eight inches 
deep. Here they may lay fora week or 
two, and they should be turned occasional- 
ly, the object being to dry them off. When 
dry the remaining snuffs or tops should be 
twisted off with the hand. nions keep 
best in a cool, dry cellar, which should be 
dark. They should have plenty of air all 
around and never allowed to become moist. 
The yield as given above, is, I believe, fre- 
quently exceeded, but we are very well sat- 
isfied with the quality of our crop, and, as 
it has not cost us over une hundred doilars, 
counting all expenses, we consider it prof- 
itable.

Feeding Dairy Stock. 


We are pleased to transfer to our col- 
umns the following essay on feeding dairy 
stock, delivered before the Farmer’s Club 
of the American Institute, by Dr. A. 8. 
Heath. It is crowded with valuable in- 
formation : 

Ordinerily it requires three acres to feed 
acow. The interest on three acres near 
New York cost $18 a year, and $18 at least 
in labor and care, or $36. At 12 quarts of 
milk a day for three hundred days at 2 cents 
per quart would amount to $72, and de- 
ducting the $36, would leave $36 per cow. 
Bat this cannot be counted as profit, for 
there are many incidedtal expenses in pails, 
cans, extra food and extra care. Can a 
farmer realize a net profit on a cow of $30 a 

ear. 

4 Grass causes the most liberal secretions 
of delicious milk. But this condition of 
young, succulent and plentiful grass, can- 
not be relied upon as alone sufficient food 
for the largest milk production for more 
than 60 days of the whole year. The rest 
of the 305 days the cow must have extra 
feed. ‘This must consist of different kinds 
of fodder for the different seasons. In the 
early season, green rye. green oats, earlier 
and later roots, green corn and hay. But 
green corn cannot be prvufitabiy fed till in 
eaily tassle; nor should corn meal be fed 
in hot weather, nor for the same reason 
should cotton seed meal, and linseed cake 
be fed until the cool or cold season, 
for less animal heat is required to be sup- 
plied to the cow. 

The average value of crops per acre to 
the milk producer is of great moment. The 
general average refers to the whole coun- 
try. ‘The value of corn is $15, wheat $16, 
rve @9, oats $12, barley $13, buckwheat 
$11, hay $15, while that of potatoes is 650. 
tnus it costs $45, 48, 27, 36, 39, 33, 45, 150. 

P ire water and salt must be supplied to 
mile. cows ad libitum; as 87 per cent, of 
the ilk consists ot water, aud where salt 
is sparingly supplied the digestive powers 
of t e cow is enteebled, and the milk is de- 
fective in keeping quality, and probably 
also, in quantity and quality. 

Care, kindness, quiet, moderate exercise, 
regular and judicious feeding are all im- 
portant factors in milk supply. 

The largest per centage of flavor in cheese 
ani butter are found in young grasses, but 
in very young fodder corn these essential 
qualities—caseine, butter, sugar and aroma 
are deficient, but improve up to the time of 
early flowering, when the sweet corn tod- 
der is at its best, and should be fed with 
shurts or bran eprinkled over the cut and 
wilted fodder. 

Green oats is a good soiling crop. 

Bran is an admirable food ina slop. It 
produces a large quantity of milk, and it 
can be fed with safety in the hottest weatb- 
er. Meal may be added to bran as the 
weather becomes cooler. 

Never let acow go into winter quarters 
in a poor, thin condition. 

Hay should be cnt in its earliest bloom. 

Milk is almost 9 10 water, or 873 in 1,000 
arts water. 

Milk removes much phosphate of lime, 
and the pastures should be sown with 
ground bones or rock phosphate of lime. 
Wool removes sulphur, and therefore sheep 
pastures are improved by plaster or sul- 
phate of lime. Ashes and salt are of the 
highest value to pastures. But when the 
pastures have too far failed, it is better 
economy to plow them up as fast as possi- 
ble, and sow them to pasture grasses and 
seed to oats, to shade the young shoots and 
tender roots. 

Cows remove more from the pastures 
than their droppings supply; therefore it is 
a good plan to spread manure over them 
sprinkied with plaster to save the ammonia 
for the young grass in the early spring. 

Meadows may be pastured in the dry sea- 
son afer the hay crop has been removed; 
but never in the early spring or late fall. 

The air supplies most of the ~—— mat. 
ter, and thus helps to keep the land good 
when we sell off part of the products, 
which are a part of the farm or soil itself. 
Good mi'k requirs good svand food, and 
a large yield of milk requirs a large supply 
of gooi sound food. 

Warm and airy stables, great cleanliness 
with the animal and her products, judicious 
feeding of cows. and feeding of pastures, 
are the indispensible means to supply milk 
in quality, quanity, and soundness, capable 
of resisting decay. 

Farmers must study up this whole mat- 
ter, for the field for study is almost bound- 
less. The farmer’s knowledge must of 
necessity be varied and constantly accu- 
mulacing.

It now 
makes lit:le differeace huw Wwany more con- 
fessions he makes or what he confesses, for 
all he says is so bad. He will probably be 
hung some day, As to the merits of the 
controversy between the Gunns, we have 
no concern. It is a weak apology for 
yourg Gunn to set forth that his deceased 
fatber was cross, tyrannical, or even crual. 
Che old man may have united all these in 
his dissgceeable composition and yet have 
given bis gon no reason for slaying him 
We are not told that the son acted io self- 
defense’ It seems rather to have been 4& 
case of vengence. Hsd he wished to vent 
his displeasure on his father there were 
other ways short of murder. He might 
have locked the old manin the dark cellar, 
or thrown mud or flour all over him, or 
might have thrashed him, which would 
bave made the transaction an even ove. 
None of these thirgs should be done by a 
son to a father; ye. any or allof them are 
preferable to murder. 

The condition of domestic sffairs in a 
family where a son can murd:r his father 
is worth a thought, by the way. he en- 
cuunter which resulted in the elder Gunn's 
death was not the first outbreak of discord. 
ifthe father was so tyrannical and severe 
as to arouse the son’s nrurderuus wrath, it 
looks as if the 1ather afd son_had not been 
on the best of terms. Probably the son had 
from infancy been a victim of the violent 
freaks of his father’s anger. The father 
had, meantime, been a constant object of 
the son's insolence. Generally it is only 
the small boy who is thrashed at home. 
When he grows too big to be thrashed the 
stern parent lets him alone and thrashes 
the smaller children. ‘This looks like take- 
ing an undue advantage in polnt of sig2 and 
strength. ‘Che rule among boys when 
thrashing is to be done is ‘take one of your 
own size.” Gunn did this, to his great dis- 
advantage, when he thrashed his adult son. 
It may be said that parental thrashings are 
given not in rage, but strictly for punative 
purposes. and with that tender atfection 
which says with each descending stroke of 
the rod, *‘my chili, this hurts me as much 
a3 it does you.” ‘bis isa pleasant theory 
as to parents] thrashing. But every boy 
who wzs ever stimulaei, either with the 
slipper-sole of his mother or the stuut stick 
of his father, knows that rage generally 
takes precedence of parental tenderness’ 
Aman who cannot manage his growing 
boy without angrily thrashing him will not 
manage him at all. Perhaps there may be 
cases where the infliction of the rod is 
necessary. They are rare. A kind word 
will do more execution than the rod at al- 
mos* any time with most boys. Many an- 
gry parents quote Solomon as their author- 
ity for beating a child black and blue. To 
do so is a libel on that eminent parent. 
When he said “Spare n.t for his crying,” 
he did not mean that a boy shouid be maul- 
ed with a stick until he cannot stand. 
When he advocated the chastening of the 
unruly and disobedient lad he did not mean 
to make him the subject of a Sunday school 
library book which tells how the lad rose in 
bitter anger at bis persecuters and ran away 
from home. 

The relation between father and son is 
one of the most aff-ctionate and delightful 
of all family ties. All the wav from baby- 
hood to manhcod a good son is the compan- 
ion and friend of his father. Do we beat 
end thrash our chosen companions and 
friends? Do we bitterly wound their hearts 
with angry words? Do we make our sons 
more noble, more worthy or more compan- 
ionable by tyrannizing over them? From 
the first tottering ttaps taked by the little 
man who jus’ learning to walk t> the twi-

persons who bad intruded thems lves with 
out rightor permission. If the Company 
had even at this late bour resumed their 
former poiicy, and had given to the settlers 
half the land, if so much had been requis- 
ite, for each to have one hundred acres, or 
if they bad cff-red to sell at very low prices 
to actual settlers there can be little douot 
that the remaining pori.vas would have 
been of more valve to them, than the whole 
proved to be; but wnatis of infinitely more 
importance’ than pecuniary value, peace 
and quietness would have b:en at once es- 
tablished, and the subsequent scenes of 
viclence avoided. But thw inattentivn of 
the Company ‘to the. multitude of settlers 
crowding upon their lands, was fullowed 
with more than the common evils of negli- 

nce, and the Company were soon piaced 
n a dilemma irom which they had no pow- 
er to extricate themselves. As esriy as 
1796, the squatters in Balistown, now Jcffer- 
son, had become sufficientiy cumerous to 
act in a body,and to prevent individuals fecm 
agreeing to any measures not approved by 
the majority. ‘They now attracted the ai- 
tention of the Company, who sent agents 
to treat with them; but they advanced a 
doctrine that the Company in their evrpor- 
ate capacity had, by the general law estab- 
lishing landed corporations, no power to 
sell for general purposes, but only when it 
was necessary tu raise money for the pur- 
pose of paying debts; and the Company 
not being in debt could not at this time seil 
lands tv apy one. ‘Ibis opinion, thongh 
when it was subsequently brought before 
the highest tribunai, was not sustained, yet 
at the time was held by many avle lawyers, 
and being considered by the legal advisers 
of the Company they found themselves equal- 
ly deprived of the remaiaing mode of dispos- 
ing of iheir lands, by dividing them among 
the proprietors, fur division presuppused 
surveys and allotment, and the seitlers 
would not allow surveys unless they could 
previonsly know what would be the price 
of their lands. Neither able to sell ur di- 
vide, they applied to the Legislature tor sid. 
They requested permission to sell to the 
settlers tueir lots and divide the proceeds— 
not succeeding in this, they sent agents to 
obtaia an acknowledgement from the set- 
tlers of their right to the soll. Such an 
acknowledgement wvuuld have placed the 
settler, with all his improvements, at the 
merey of the individual proprietor, to 
waom his lot might chance to be drawn, 
and he had no means of corjecturing even 
when a division would take place or the 
character of the person with whom he 
would have to deal. Under these circum- 
stances, the Company in vain tried to in- 
duce tne settlers tv acknowledge their 
rights. 

Tne Company must have been very ig- 
norant of human nature, if they suppused 
that the settlers, having by. combination 
obtained the power of resistarce, would 
nyw surrender at discretion. Failing in 
this, they endeavored,to enforce their rights 
by the strong arm of the law; this excited 
the settlers to threatening their agente, to 
preventing the service of precepts, to shoot- 
ing at the sheriffs, and fiaally to killing one 
of their own associates, because he con- 
sented to assist in running a line for the 
proprietors, and was therefore considered a 
traitur. Their energies, instead of being 
directed to the im;rovement of their farms 
and uf the county, were spent in plotting 
against the proprietors—the growth of the 
coynty was retarded, for no man will pay 
much attention to cyltivating a soil in 
which he has no permanent interest, and he 
who deliberately det:rmines to resist the 
operation of a single law, will fiad his 
moral sense deadened and will svon learn 
to view in the same light, all laws that in- 
terfere “ith the indulgence of his passions. 
These disturbances continued till a period 
long subsequent to the time of which we 
are now speaking. It was in 1810 that Ja- 
son Chadwick, while carrying the survey- 
ors’ chain for the proprietors, was waylaid 
in Malta and kilied by an armed party that 
shot at him frum the woods.

ly as much astonishment as horror. 

The story told is that of a suicide. He 
resolved to kill himself, and to do it in a 
manner absolutely unique: and, in fairness 
it must be owned that he was successful. 
Some years ago a man in one of our west- 
ern States had a somewhat similar idea. 
He made for himself a kind of amateur guil- 
lotine. An axe heavily loaded, was fixed 
in a grove above, and a block was nicely 
adjusted below. The axe was held in place 
by a cord, and the cord was passed through 
a pulley and conducted downward. A can- 
dle was then so arranged that when its 
flcme had burned duwn w a Ceriain point it 
would cunsume, and 8o release, the cord. 
The inventor of this ingenivus machixe 
having seen it in thorough working order, 
b. lced the door, swallowed a large tumbler 
of whiskey, fastened himself down in the 
precise spot required for the purpose and 
was decapitated with great neatness at the 
appointed time. 

We have no intent to make a pleasantry 
of so ghastly a theme, but it must be owned 
that there was a certain grotesqueness 
about this proceeding at which it is hard 
not to smile, The same fs true of the Rus- 
sian case. This unhappy man determined 
not to cut his head off, but to roast himself 
todeath, Nothing would content him but 
to do this in a way that should ensure the 
most excruciatiug tortues. But he also de- 
sired that the world should be thoroughly 
made aware of the fact. If he were simpiy 
found roasted or broiled the presumption 
might be that he had taken narcotics or an- 
zesthetics by way of dulliag the pain or be- 
coming insensible to it. He had perbaps 
read uf the western man whose case we 
have described, and he certainly had made 
a profound study of suicide. Now, there 
was good reason to believe that the western 
man, before tying himself under the axe, 
had got extremely drunk; and the Russian 
was resolved that no odium of this kind 
should attach to bis memory. Hecce after 
arra: ging and subjecting himself to his ap- 
paratus he wrote inemoranda in four differ- 
ent languages, explaining his purpose and 
the circumstances of its consummation. 

He first fixed a line of candies to a board, 
set the board at suitable distance under his 
couch, and then lay on his back on the 
frame or skeleton of his bedstead in such 
a way tbat tae candles roasted bis back, or, 
according to the Zeitung, ‘carbonized bis 
backbone.” He was found naked and dead, 
and his manuscripts in the four tongues 
were close by bim. These were in German, 
Russian, Polish aud Czechish. He was art- 
xious to show in dying that ne was not a 
coward. Hence his selection of a mode of 
death that, in his own words shouid assure 
‘the most atrocious sufferings.” He wish- 
ed to prove that he was quite sane; and 
hence his use of the four languages and his 
co-ordinate display of ve proces- 
ses in each of them. A woman, as usdal 
was at the bottom of his trouble, and he 
literally died cursing her, ‘Be she accursed 
with my last breath” are the concluding 
words of the message the poor .wretch left 
behind him for the pity and wender of his 
fellow beings, and doubtless for the grief of 
one of them. 

Was not this unhappy creature really and 
in spite ef his elaborate disclaimers insane? 
Of course we have read of martyrs who 
have held their hands in the flame, and of 
Indian warriors who Lave sustained in stoi- 
cal silence the most trigbtful physicial tor- 
tures. Bat these things have been led up 
to by a lifetime of deliberate expectation. 
The whole man has been ‘‘settled and bent 
up.” he has forcalized, so to say, all that 
nature has putin him all heroic purposes 
to go through a given ordeal of a given 
time. But ordinarily, and in civilized coun- 
tries, people do not voluntarily put them- 
selves on a of horror such as Pizarro 
devised for the Peruvian Inca, or, if they 
do, it would seem that their mental struct- 
ure must surely be out of balance. It is a 
pity that the St. Petersburg journal which

rence, did not furnish its readers with an 
account of the victim’s life or antecedents. 











to try the murderers ; the trial lasted a fort- 
night and against the strongest evidence, 
including that of one of the prisoners who 
turned State’s evidence, they were acquit- 
ted by a jury from which all the most re- 
spectable members had been withdrawn by 
the prisoners’ right of challenge without 
cause. 

If, however, the great end of punishment 
is to prevent the repetition of crime, either 
by the criminal or by others, that end was 
reached as effectually by the acquittal, as 
it would have been by the execu.ion of all 
the criminals—the majesty of the law was 
supported; the squatters found that they 
could not by their armed combinations, 
prevent its cuurse, and although they had 
now escaped the ultimate peaalcy of offend- 
ed justice, they might at ano.ner time be 
made to suffer. ‘the burden upon them 
also, bad been very great; they had been 
obliged to pay their pruportion of the Coun- 
ty expenses, their uwn heavy assessments 
for the support of their armed parties, and 
also the fees of their lawyers; aud the bus- 
iness of their farms had been whully ne- 
giected. 

The proprietors were also alarmed at the 
result. A settler had been kille. for aiding 
their surveys, and aiter a solemn trial, ana 
the strongest evidence, a jury would not 
couvict tue murderers. Both parties were 
therefore more disposed tv compromise, 
But we have anticipated in order to finish 
this part of tne subject, and must retarn to 
the couree pursueu by the proprietors in 
the commencement of their troubles wich 
the squatters. In 1802, the Company pe- 
titioued the Legislatuue tv authuriza the 
Governor and Council tv appoint Commis- 
sivuers, *“‘who should deiermine the terms 
upon wiich the Cumpany should quiet each 
oi the settlers in possession of certain por- 
tions of land as may include their impruve 
ments, in such manner and on such terms 
as the Commissioners shall think best;” 
the Company in their petition refer to the 
precedent escatlisucd by "he appointment 
«! Commissiuners ip the caseo ithe Waldo 
Patent in the year 1797. 

A resolve was passed in conformity wua 
this petition whico prescribed the principles 
upon which the Commissioners should act 
and required also the consent both of the 
Compauy and of the setilers tothe terms 
of the resolve before the Commissioners 
should proceed, and those settle. who did 
not give a written acquescence to its terms 
before a fixed day, were to be debarred 
from its benefics. By the terms prescribed 
the settlers were fo be divided into three 
classes—those who had gone on to their 
land, previous to the Revolutionary war, 
when the Company offered luts treely to 
any who would occupy and improve them 
—those who went on during the war and 
those who had taken up their lots subse- 
quently. The price was to be lowest in 
those of the first class and highest to those 
ia the last. The resolve closed with an 
earnest appeal to the settlers as friends of 
peace, good order and the Commonweaith, 
to submit to the resolve. The State ag.eed 
to pay the half of the expenses whieu un- 
der common circumstances, would have 
fallen to the settlers to pay. The Commis- 
sioners appointed were jsh Bridgbam, 
Thomas Dwight and Peter Coffin, men who 
the entire confidence of the p.b- 


By the exertions of Mr. Charles Vaughan, 
the Company’s agent, a large number of 
settlers in Malta, now Winslow, Whitefield, 
Palermo, Freedom and Fairfax, now Al- 
bion, submitted to this resolve which was 
executed to the satisfaction of all parties, 
and deeds given by the Company’s agent to 
the settlers the following June, when they 
psid for their lands. The Commission was 
extended the following year, and in 1804 
upon a petition trom the Company, a new 
Commission with similar powers was ap-
